Number of Alpino Olsolers. 

According to Prof. Helm, of Zurich, the 
total number of glaciers in the Alps is 1,155, 
of which 340 have a length of more than 
7,1X10 meters. Of Ibis number the French 
Alps contain 144, those of Italy 78, of 
Switierlaod 471 and of Austria 463. The 
total superttcial area of these glaciers is 
between 8,000 and 4,000 square kilometers, 
those of Switzerland amounting to 1,839 
kilometers. The greatest length Is reached 
by the Aletsch glacier, which is 34 kilom- 
eters long. As to thiclmoss. It will be re- 
membered that AgassLZ, when measuring a 
orevass lo tUo Aar glacier, did not roach 
tho bottiim at 2(U meters, and tbat be cal- 
inlutod tho depth of the bed of ice ota oei^ 
loin point ot this glacier at 409 meters.— 
e*ograpUixU SuIledH.

Detkoit, Nov. la— A special from Frank- 
fort isyi : During tha height ot the itorm 
yesderdav afternoon, at Intervals tbroogh 
the blinding snow-itorm, a t' ree-masted 
sehooiier could be leen about six miles 
southwest of Frankfort. Her poles wers 
almost bare, and the deck seemed clear 
of cargo. An attempt waa made to anchor 
her, and she held for a time, 
hut soon broke loose and drifted 
belplesiiy before tbe gale. The wind 
gradually Increased in Tlolenen. snd the 
leai were growing every moment Isrijer, 
when darkneti Mltled like a pull over thn 
face ot tbe lake. Help wio. aiked 
from the life-saving stati >n at Maiii.!ei\ 
but it was impossible for a tug to 
live in such a gale. After great trouble 
the Ut*-saving station, six miles north uf 
her*, was reaofaad, and tha apparatui 
banled wown th* coast by a f*w volun- 
teers, over ateep hills, winding ravines, 
tree trunk* and heavy aaow-drift*, and 
pelted by tha driving aaow and bail They 
arrived at tbe scene of tbe disaster at Her- 
ring Creek at 4 o'oloek th* morning. The 
v*i*el wa* totally broken np and wito 
the oargo pUed up on tbe beach, averv 
thing being completely destroyed. Broken 
meats, shrouds, Imniier and debris, all 
w*re mixed and piled up together. Captain 
Matthews Ihiuks she muHl havn had hor 
anchor down and p.^unded li> p eef s on the 
outer I ar. Ono body was found. Tbe ves- 
sel's yawl, with tbe name Menekaunee.was 
near by uninjured. It is IhouKht the 
schooner bad a crew of nine men, and Ihst 
htie til like a.n Moou as she Ktruck. No other 
IhhI es have been dii,covered. Another 
wreck was discovered two mile* loutli, 
where the same cbaotlo wreckage was seen. 
Tbe entire stem of th* lOnooner Uariuelta, 
ot Raciue, Wis., wa* dl* overed At a 
Beigbborlog form hooae waa a bmlaed and 
battered laiior with lacerated baud*, from 
which the Besh wa* itripped and hi* 
feat were badly- iwollen. From him It 
was learned that tbe crew of eight men 
were loit. A ipecial from Dulotb, Minn., 
says: The ■choon*r Lucerne is .oit. Dur- 
ing the itorm she was driven on Point 
Cfaequamegon. "rhe vessel was loaded with 
Iron, and went down in five fathoms of 
water. All bauds were lost. Not less tban 
^0 man were on board.

They knowing that it 
would 1)0 folly for Jlusoii (.bounty to 
yiiiie before th^ convention with 
iwo candidates) decided to hold a 
jirimary to decide who should be 
the county's ohoice. The Demo- 
rats of the county decided that 
judge Wall was their choice by SiX) 
najority. Kehoe's friends at once 
'iiealod ''boodle was the cuu.se of it," 
>»«}d n strong rivalry eprang up be- 



tween the Wall and Kehoe factions. 
Kehoe was an Irishman aqd of 
course the Irish wer* all for him,' 
Uk4 ri>«y 9wore vengeance against 
W»il. Ipfne peantime JudpeSam 
Bavage, of foyd county, became a 
candidate and began a tqiir of the 
distriot His great bold wa-: upon 
the Germans. He came to Bracken 
and mcdo nianv friends, especially 
among the Germans, S, Clark Bas- 
com, of Bath county, announced j 
himaeif ^sd. Things movi d along I 
in a happy manner until the con- j 
vention, which was held hero on I 
September S. In tho m^iintiiiie, in 
this county, slandi rou , roumrks 
were circulated aboiit Judge Wall 
by his enemies, agsjstod by the Re- 
publican8,who ci;culr,ted ihe report 
that Judge Wall had called !?av- 
age"s fo!lov,crs ''nutch slums and 
bummers." Ilowevt r, W'lM receiv- 
ed the Democratic nomination, and 
the Sayase element in this county 
and the Kehoe elements in Magou, 
swore' by the Holy Moses"that they 
wouldn't support him. The f^e- 
pulilicans seeing achanpp to niake 
capital, began at pi]ce a iibeiou.' 
action against Wall, and also get- 
ting around sonio of the ignorant 
dissatislied Pemocrats, induced 
thpm to believe these libelous re- 
ports, at the eftnio> tinu: laughiqg in 
the sleeves at th^ "clmmps" they 
were working so well. The Demo- 
cratic orators camo around and still 
they did no good, .'-^avage iiim = i-il 
came down t" fjuii"t his friemis, but 
instead of (luieting them worked 
the thing up to a fever heat, and it 
is said by mony that he did all he 
could against Wall, under cover.
